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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the 
punch as claimed in claims 1, 10, and 13. The closest prior art, Mori (US 5,463,922), 
discloses a punch comprising many of the claimed elements except for a plurality of 
punch blocks, each fixed in one direction and movable in a second direction 
perpendicular to the second direction. As shown in Figs. 1-27, Mori's punch has a slider 
(14) and a sinusoidal guide surface for the slider that facilitates actuation of the 
individual punches. However, the plurality of punches are arranged in a unit and not 
separated by groups or individual punch heads. Moreover, none of the other prior art of 
record fairly teach or suggest this lacking feature. Due to the manner in which Mori's 
punch is designed, it is the Examiner's position that the ordinary artisan would not find 
it obvious to separate the unitary or integral punch arrangement of Mori into separate 
blocks since such a modification would require substantial redesign and additional 
features that step outside the bounds of obviousness. Thus, it is believed that the 
lacking feature in combination with all the other recited elements are allowable over the 
prior art of record.
